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MR. JOHN HARLEY. 


This gentleman, whose career as 
an actor has been marked by a very 
extraordinary degree of success, was 
born in February, 1790, in the parish 
of St. Martin’s in the Fields. His fa- 
ther, at an early age, apprenticed him 
to a well.known apothecary in Coven- 
try Street. Not liking that business, 
he was afterwards articled to Messrs. 
Windus and Co. solicitors; but, like 
many other young men, had a strong 
desire for the stage; and having ap- 
peared in several comic characters at 
the private theatres with great suc- 
cess, he resolved upon trying his merits 
before what he considered a competent 
audience, and in July, 1807, obtained 
his long-looked for wish, and acted 
at Canterbury, Rochester, and other 
theatres in Kent. He afterwards got 
an engagement at the Brighton theatre, 
and here he became a great favourite. 
His first character was that of Doctor 
Ollapod, in which part he made a de- 








cided hit. After this theatre closed its 
doors for the season, he was engaged 
in the York company, playing all the 
first parts in comedy: he remained 
here untill the summer of 1814, when 
an alteration taking place in the pro- 
prietary of that theatre, he returned 
to Brighton, where Mr. Arnold first 
saw him, and immediately engaged 
him for the Lyceum, where he sought 
the smiles of a London audience, July 
15, 1815, as Marcelli in the opera of 
the Devil’s Bridge, and Peter Fidget 
in the Boarding House. His success 
was pre-eminent, and in the following 
seaaon he appeared at Drury Lane 
Theatre as Lissardo, in the comedy of 
The Wonder. Mr. Harley’s range of 
characters has been very extensive, 
both in comedy and farce; he is an 
excellent comic singer, and his mimic- 
ry is very good. His character as a 
man of honor is unimpeachable; and 
he is an agreeable companion, and a 
sincere friend. For an actor he is the 
most domesticated man we know of ; 
and may be seen most evenings he is 
not engaged on the stage, in the boxes, 
witnessing the performance, and en- 
joying the society of his two sisters, 
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ChHeaires.

scientific manner, and is deserving of 
great credit. Many of the chorusses 
were encored, likewise the ballads by 
Miss Romer and Mr. Harrison. 

Of the scenery we can speak in un- 
qualified praise, it is all new, and very 
beautiful.

HAYMARKET. 


The recovery of Mr. Farren from 
his late severe indisposition, will be 
welcomed by every lover of the drama. 
His performance of Sir Peter Teazle 
was fn of that truthfulness which al- 
ways characterizes his acting ; he has 
evidently suffered much from this at- 
tack, but his physical powers are still 
what they ever were. Madame Vestris 
played Lady Teazle tolerably, but she 
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appears to much greater advantage in 
those modern outporings called petite 
comedies. 
LYCEUM. 
This theatre is most fashionably and 
well attended nightly; whether it is 


so in consequence of the reduction of 


the prices, or the excellent pieces pro- 
duced, or both, we will not determine, 
bnt that this theatre is now rapily be- 
coming a fashionable one, there cannot 
be any doubt: indeed the Keeleys are 
so much respected, and are so very 
clever in a particular line of acting, 
that it would be hard indeed if they 
did not meet with the encouragement 
they are so justly entitled to. We have 
had occasion to speak before in high 
terms of the new piece, the extravaganza 
now performing at this house; and 
the more frequently we visit it, the 
greater praise we feel we ought to a- 
ward to its merits, both as a composi- 
tion, and as a spectacle of the first 
class. The parts are well cast; and 
the actors, one and all, give lite and 
spirit to that which they have to re- 
present, 
STRAND. 

The manager of this little house in 
the Strand, ever alive to the tide of 
popularity, has produced a —— 
on Balfe’s successful opera of the Bo- 
hemian Girl; a more opportune mo- 
ment could not have been chosen, as 
almost every one has seen the original, 
and a desire to have a peep at the bur- 
lesque, at a house where the company 
so well understand that style of enter- 
tainment, will no doubt be universal. 
The plot is strictiy followed through- 
out, and the situations, in many instan- 
ces, are comic in the extreme. The 
principal characters are supported by 
Hammond and Louisa Lyons, who sing 
many excellent and well-selected paro- 
dies: those which struck us as parti- 
cularly good, were, “ Hurrah for the 
road,” “I dreamt | dwelt in marble 
halls,” and “ Then thou'lt remember 
me.” A duet by Attwood and Miss 
Fitzjames, a parody on the “ Brave old 
oak,’ was given with great taste, and 
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received much well-merited applause. 
Louisa Lyons is certainly the best fe- 
male vocalist we have heard within this 
little dramatic temple ; and we do not 
know a lady at any of the minors who 
pleases so much. Hammond, first as 
the Countryman, afterwards the Gip- 
sey, was all that could be wished.--- 
Great praise is due to Miss Fitzjames, 
Messrs. Attwood, Serle, Younge, and 
Cockerill, for the manner inwhich their 
— parts were sustained. 

The engagement of the two Mar- 
shalls affords another instance of the 
desire of the manager to outdo all com- 
petitors at the same prices of admission. 
lhe Pygmalion Statue, a new ballet, 
prepared and arranged by Mr. Mar- 
shall, is an attractive trifle, exceeding 
many of the entertainments of the same 
character produced at houses of much 
greater pretension. The plot is slight, 
but quite sufiicient.

His conception of the part 
is entirely original, nor, like some at- 
tempts at originality, is it at the sacri- 
fice of truth, or the rules of art. Mrs. 
Gurner, as Lady Handy, was, as she 
always is, careful, and perfectly mis- 
tress of the stage business, but a shade 
too courtly for “our Nelly.” A lively 
petite comedy, called Why don’t she 
marry, followed, particularly adapted 
to display the comic talent of Mrs. 
Davis and Mr. Carroll. 

On Tuesday last the performances 
were under the patronage of Mrs. 
Campbell, when there was a full house. 
The pieces were the School for Scan- 
dal, and the Ladies’ Club. Sir Peter 
was admirably performed by Mr.Shal- 
ders; in the famous “ sereen scene” 
his acting was particularly good, ex- 
cepting in one point only---the disco- 
very,---where the natural surprise at 
finding the supposed French milliner 
to be his own wife, was not rendered 
with sufficient force. Mrs. Gurner in 
Lady Teazle happily combined the 
true spirit of comedy with that per- 
fectly lady-like demeanour. which is 
perceptible in every personation she 
undertakes. Mr. Younge, a promising 
young actor, gave us avery good ver- 
sion of the sentimental scoundrel, Jo- 
seph; and Mr. Davis made an admi- 
me Charles Surface. 

SwanseEa.---Mr Aldridge, the ce- 
lebrated actor, better known as the 
African Roscius, entertained respect- 
able audiences at the Assembly Rooms 
in this town, on the evenings of Mon- 
day, Tuesday, and Wednesday last.--- 
In our last number we alluded to Mr. 
Aldridge’s dramatic powers, and what 
we have since witnessed has only con- 
firmed our opinion of this gentleman’s 
high qualifications in the histrionic 
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art. Formerly we only knew, him in 
the severer walks of tragedy; and 
while his personations of Othello, 
Zanga, and the Jew, have fully sus- 
tained his former reputation for de- 
picting the tornado ot conflicting pas- 
sions and deep emotion, his appearance 
in comedy, as Ginger Blue, in the 
Egyptian Mummy, was so replete with 
broad humour, and pungent, yet po- 
lished wit, as to evince his mastery of 
the various chords which move the 
human heart. This character was sus- 
tained throughout in the most happy 
manner. The song of Lubly Rosa, 
introduced in this piece, and in which 
the guitar forms an accompaniment to 
the voice, was given with a gusty 
humour and exquisite drollery almost 
irresistible. 

WaAKkEFIFLD. The theatre re-open- 
ed, on Monday evening, with Pizarro, 
for the benefit of Mr. and Mrs, Kirk ; 
Horsman as Pizarro, Hamilton as Rol- 
la, Mosley as Alonzo, and Miss Mac- 
kenzie as Cora. The performance, on 
the whole, yave satisfaction to a good 
house. The Idiot Witness was the 
finishing piece, in which Mr. Hamil- 
ton, as the Idiot, performed very cle- 
verly. 

On Tuesday evening Mr. Mackay 
had a benefit, which drew a full gal- 
lery and pit. Rob Roy and the Forty 
Thieves were the pieces selected ; the 
acting of Mr. Mackay in Baillie Nicol 
Jarvie was excellent.

THE LIFE of a PROFESSIONAL. 
MY BIRTH. 


My father following in the steps of 
his father, early began to learn music ; 
soon acquiring a tolerable proficiency 
over the flute, and being of a gay and 
convivial turn, his friends gave many 
a supper, for the purpose of having 
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the company of him and his flute, on 
which he managed to play, “In my 
cottage near a wood,” “ Home, sweet 
home,” “ Britons never shall be slaves,” 
and other such ditties then much in 
vogue. He wasjthe lion of an age, and 
like another Peto, was so pampered and 
overfed, as to flay the foundation for 
that remarkable rotundity of person he 
is now so famous for. The ruling pas- 
sion being strong upon him, he mar- 
ried; one blessing generally follows 
another, in time his wife blessed him 
with ajbaby. This putting an end to 
his goings out, he played his flute at 
home. Now the baby would sleep*of 
a night, and what other time could a 
tradesman. devote to music; the child, 
as might be expected, was continually 
being awoke, and to disprove the truth 
of “ Music hath charms to soothe,” got 
cross, and so kept up a most delicious 
squall a la erescendv ; the mother, in 
consequence, scolded both babe and 
father a la tremando and staccavo, 
thus producing a series of subscription 
concerts a la any country. Sucha 
state of management could not last 
long,---the neighbours complained, the 
fiute was locked up, and, like Baron 
Munchausen’s frozen hand, the very 
sound died in it, for my father{falling 
gradually into years and corpulency, 
found the consequent want of wind a 
bar he could not play. 

Baffied in his favorite instrument, he 
at thirty began to play the violin. Is 
there any thing more horrible, than 
being within the sound of a learner on 
this instrument ;---a whole host of brats 
crying,---a cawing of rooks,---a soiree 
among cats on the tiles over your bed- 
room,---or an argument among washer- 
women, are things to be considered as 
trifles compared to it ; well, reader, he 
managed to learn a tune or two, viz. 
“ Drops of brandy,” “ Over the hills 
and far away,” “ College hornpipe,” &e. 
Proud of his acquirements, not a per- 
son came into the house, but out came 
the violin, until his proficiency became 
so generally known, that hefhas now 
only to say to a friend, “just dropjinto 
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dinner, | will play you a tune ;” when, 
sans dinner, he recollects some forgot- 
ten appointment, and rushes out of the 
house, glad to escape such an infliction 
even at the expense of a meal, so that, 
instead of walling his fiddle a cremona, 
We term it a good-byer. 

Sprung from such a parent, it is not 
to be wondered at, that I should be a 
musical genius; such indeed was my 
fate, the very squal/ of my childhood 
was a tenor of considerable power; the 
scream when writhing in the grasp of 
my nurse, whilst administering comfort 
in the shape of physic, was deemed a 
JSalsetto, and the gurgling of that same 
precious stuff in my throat a most m- 
imitable shake: my noise---(in baby 
phraseology called talking,)---was de- 
clared to be a running of the netes, and 
henceforth I was christened a Sapho. 
Like other infants, as | grew up noise 
the ruling passion,---a rattle, a whistle, 
a trumpet, a cart with music, or such 
like toys, were my delight. These 
were taken as “damning proofs,” and 


I was doomed to the profession.
